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ABOUT THE PROJECT 

Partnering with adult literacy and basic education organizations with long histories in their respective states, 

Portland State University proposes to lead the Learner Web Partnership project to increase broadband use 

among low-income, minorities, and other vulnerable populations by teaching digital literacy along with English 

literacy, educating participants to become informed consumers, and providing access to career paths in the 

digital economy.  Project partners  will deploy the existing Learner Web software, which has been cited by the 

U.S. Department of Education’s Office of Vocational and Adult Education as a noteworthy adult education 

program, for more than 20,000 residents.  Instructional materials will address topics including use of broadband 

for job searches, education and health information, and smart consumer practices.  The project proposes a 

distinctive focus on the needs of adult learners using an approach that combines self-paced learning with live 

tutorial support. 

The project also plans a targeted outreach campaign to increase awareness of its training programs among 

Hispanic, African American, Asian Native American, disabled, low income, unemployed, senior, and at-risk youth 

populations, all of whom tend to report low levels of broadband access and subscribership.   

The Learner Web Partnership also proposes to: 

 Develop content modules based on best training practices for using broadband access to advance careers 

in the digital economy. 

 

 Encourage broadband subscribership and train approximately 23,000 residents over the life of the project, 

offering approximately 350,000 hours of teacher-led training.
